The President's Message. 
IN WHICH THE INTERESTS OF THE COUNTRY 
PRESENTED AT LENGTH. 

Ta the Congress of the United States: 

“Ince the close of your last session, the Ameri- 
can people, in the exercise of their highest right 
of sut’tage, have chosen their chief magistrate for 
the four years ensuing. When if is remembered 
that et no period in the country's history has the 
long political contest which customarily precedes 
the day of the national election been 
urged with greater fervor and intensity, it is a 
subject of general congratulation that, after the 
controversy at the polls was over, and while the 
slight preponderance by which the issue had been 
determined was as yet unascertained, the public 
peace suffered ne disturbance, but the people 
everywhere patiently and quietly avraited 
the result. Nothing could more striking'ty flus- 
trate the temper of the American citizen, his 
love of order and his loyalty to law. Nothing 
could more signally demonstrate the strength and 
wisdem cf our political institutions. Eight years 
bave passed since a controversy concerniug the 
result of a national election sharply called the at- 
tention of the congress to the necessity of — 
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the reople atlame, any ofthe measures of relief 
thus far proposea wouid be preferred to continued 
inaction. 

OUR FOREIGN RELATIONS, 

Our relations with all foreign power continue to 
be amicable. With Beigium,!a convention has 
been signed, whereby the scope of present treaties 
has beep so enlarged as to secure to the citizens of 
either country, within the jurisdiction of the 
oiber, «qual tights and privileges in the 
acquisition and alienation of proper- 
ty. A trade marks tréaty has also been concinded, 

‘The war between Chill and Peru is at an end. 
Forthe arbitration of the claims of American 
Citizevus who, during its continuance, suffered 
through the eects of the Chilians authorities, a 
convcntion willsoon be negotiated. 

The state of hostilities between France and 
Chipa continues to be an embarrassing feature of 
our castern relations. The Chinese government 
has promptly adjusted and paid-the claims of 
Amecrican citizens whose property was destroyed 
in the recent riots at Canton. I renew the reeom- 
mcndation of my last annual message, that the 
Centon indemnity fund be returned to China. The 
true interpretation of the recent treaty with that 
country, permitting the restriction of Chinese im- 
Migration, is likely to be again the subject of your 
dciiberaifons. It may be seriously questioned 
whether the statute passed at the last session does 
not violste the treaty rights of cer‘ain Chinese 
who icit this country with return certificates. valid 
under the old Jaw, and who now reem to be de- 
beried from relanding for the lack of the certifi- 
cates required by the new. 

The recent purchase by citizens of the U aited 
Starcs of a Jarge trading fleet, heretofore under the 
Chinese flag, has considerably enbaunced our com- 
mercial importance ip the east. In view of the 
large Dumber of vessels built or purchased by 
Amcrican citizens in otser countries acd exclu- 
sively employedin legitimate traffic between for- 
eizn ports under the recognized protection of our 
flag, it might be well to provide a uniform rule fur 
their registration and documentation, so that the 
bona fide property rights of our eitizens therein 
shall be duiy evidenced and properly guarded, 

THE CONGO BASIN. 

Pursuant to the adyice of the senate at the last 
session, | recognized the flag of the international 
association of the Congo as that of a friendly goy- 
ernmest, avoiding. in so doing, any prejudgment 
of coniticting territorial claims in that region. 
Subseqnentiy, in execution of the expressed wish 
of the congress, 1] appointed a commercial agent 
for the Congo basin. The importance of, the rich 
prospective trade of the Congo valley has led to 
the general desire that it should be open to all 
nations upon equal terms. At an international 
conference for the consideration of this subject, 
called by the emperor of Germany, and now in 
sessiou at Berlin, delegates are in attendance on 
bebalf of the United States. Of the results of the 
conference you will be duly advised. 

CONSULAR RESIDENCES ABROAD, 

The government oi Corea has geverously aided 
the efforts of the United States minister to secure 
suitable premises for the use of the legation. As 
the conditions of diplomatie isatercauses with 
eastern nations demand that the legation premi- 
ses be owned by the represented power, I advise 
that an appropriation be made for the acquisition 
ofthis property by the government.. The United 
States already possesses valuable promises at Tan- 
gier, as agiftfrom the sultan at Morocco. Asis 
stated hereafter, they Reve latély received a simi- 
lar gilt from the Siamese government. The goy- 
ernment of Japan stands ready to present to the 
United States extensive grounds at Tokio whereon 
to ercctTaétitable buildihg for the legation, A 
courthouse and jail, and similar privileges, 
can «probably be secured in ‘China 
and Peru. The erection of such 
premises; would hot only effert a larze saving of 
the present rentals, but would permit of the dne 
assertion of the extra territorial rfghts in these 
countries, and wonld the better serve to maintain 
the dignity of the United Sfates. 

The failure of cougress to make an appropria- 
tion for our representative at the autonomous 
court of the kbedive, has proved a serious embar- 
ressmcnt in cur intercourse in Egypt. and In 
view of the necessary intimacy 
of diplomatic relations.due to the participation of 
this ,overnment as one of the treaty powers in all 
INMatiers of edministration there affecting the 
rights of foreigners, ] advise the restoration of the 
agency and consulnte general at Gatfroon its former 
batis, Ido not conceive it ‘ove the wish of con- 
gicas ibat the United States should withdraw alto- 
gether trom the honorable position they have 
hitherto held with respect to the khedive, or that 
citizens of this republic residing or sojourning in 
Eeypt.should hereafter be without the aid and 
prorection of a competent representative. 

With France tie traditional cordial relationship 
continues. The colossal statue of Liberty, en 
lightening the world—tke generous gift oNthe | 
people of France~—is expected toreach New York 
mn Msyrext. I suggest that congressional action 
be taken in recomnition of the spirit whica 
bes prompted the gift, and in aid of the timely 
completion o; the pedcstal upon which it is to be 
placed, 

Our relations with Germany, a country which 
contributes to cur own some of the best elements 
ip, continueto beeordial. The United

sive as the inte rests of the two countries require. 
Il propose, therefore. to open negotiations for a 
single convention of extradition, to em)race all.

with Great Britain continues to be of a most 
friendly character 

The government of Hawaii he ndicated its 
willingness to contitue for seven years the pro- 
visions of the existing reciprocity.. Such con- 
tinuence, in view of the relationsol thai country 
to the American system of states, should, in my 
judgment. be favored. 

The revolution in Hayti against the established 
government has terminated. While it was ino 
progiess it became necessary toinforce our neu- 
urality laws by instituting proceedings agaiust in- 
dividuals and vessels charged with their infringe- 
ment. These prosecutions were in all cases suc: 
cessiul. 

Much enxiety has lately been displayed by va- 
ricus European governmeuts, and especially by the 
government of Italy, for the abolition of our impor- 
tant duties upon worksof art. Itis weil to con- 
sider whether the present discrimination in favor 
ofthe productions of American artists abroad is 
not likejy to result, as they themselves seem very 
gencrally to believe it may, in the practical exelu- 
sion of our painters‘and sculptors from the rich 
fieids for observation, study and labor which they 
have hitherto enjoyed. ‘ 

There isa prospect that the long pending revis- 
ion of the foreign treaties oi Japan may be con- 
cluded ata new conference, to be held at Tokio. 
V hile the government fully recognizes tae equal 
end independent station of Japau in the com: 
munity of nations, it would not oppose the gen- 

such terms of compromise as 


the past year the increasing good 
wil! between our own government 
and that of Mexico has been variously manifested. 
The treaty of commercial reciprocity concinded 
January 20, 1883, has been ratified and awaits the 
necessary terilf Jegislation of congre:s to become 
efiective. This legisla ion will, I doubt not, be 
among the first measures to claim your attention. 
A full treaty of commerce, navigatiou and con- 
sular rights is much to be desired, and such a 
treaty 1 have reason to believe that the Mexican 
government stands ready to con- 
clude, Some embarrassment has _ been 
occasioned by the failure of congress, at its last 
session, to provide means for the due execution 
of the treaty of July 29th, 1882, for the resurvey ot 
the Mexican boundary and the relocation of the 
boundary movuuments. 
With the republic of Nicaraguaa treaty has been 
concluded which‘autborizes the construction, by 
the United States, of acanal, railway and tele- 
raph line across the Nicaraguan territory, 
y the terms of this treaty sixty miles o1 tae 
river San Juan, as well as lake Nicaragua, an inlaad 
sea forty miles iu width, are to constitute a part 
of the projected enterprise. Tais leaves for the 
eciual cCanel Construction seveuteca milys oa the 
Pacific side and thitty-six mileseu the Atiantic 
To the United States, whose rich (territory on tae 
Pacific is for the ordinary purposes of commerce, 
practically cut off from communication by water

This ment has tharronce been call- 
edi of late to ; in the fulfilment of — 


abusing the sacred rights of hospitality which our 
territory effords, ‘he oflicersof this government 
huve been instructed to exercise vigilance to pre - 
vent infractions of our neutrality laws at Key 
West and at other points near the Cuban «coast. 
Iam happy to say tnat in the only instance where 
these revolutionary measures were ‘successfully 
eluded, the offenders when ‘found in 
our territory were subsequently tried and convic- 
ted. The growing need of close relationship of 
intercourse and traffic between the Spanish An- 
tilles and their natural market in the United 
States, led tothe acoption in January last of a 
cormm(¢rcial agreement looking to thatend. This 
agreement has since been superceded by a more 
carejully framed and comprehensive convention, 
which I shall submit to the senate for approval. 
It has been the aim of the negotiation to open 
such a favored reciprocal exchange of prodactions 
carried udner the flag of either country, as to 
make the intercourse between Cuba and Porto 
Rica and \urselves scarcely Jess intimate than the 
commercial movement between domestic ports, 
and to insure a removal of the burdens on ship- 
ping in the Spanish Indies on whica, ia the past. 
our shipowners and shipmasters have so often had 
cause tocomplain. The negotiations of this con- 
vention has for a time postponed the prosecution 
of certain claims of our citizens which were de- 
Clared to be without the jurisdiction of the late 
Spanish American claims commission, and which 
are, therefore, remitted to diplomatic channels 
for adjustment. The speedy presentment of these 
claims will now be urged by this government. 

_. Negotiations for a treaty of commercial reciproc- 
ity with the Dominican republic have been ¢suc- 
cessiully concluded, and the result will shortly 
be laid before the senate. Certain questions be- 
tween the United States and the Ottoman empire 
still remain unsolved. Complaints on behalf of 
our citizens ére not satisfactorily adjusted: The 
porte has sought to withhold from our commerce 
tbe right of favored treatment to which we are eu- 
litled by existing conventional stipulations and 
the revision of the tariffs is unaccomplished. The 
final disposition of pending questions with Vene- 
zueja has not as yet been reached. But I have 
good reason to expect an early settlement, which 
will provide the means of re-examining tne Cara- 
car awardsin conformity with the expressed de- 
sire of congress, and which will recognize 
the justice of certain claims preferred agains‘ 
Venezuela. The Central and South American 
commissions approved by authority of the acto! 
July 7, 184 will soon proceed to Mexico. It has 
been furnished with instruetions which will be 
laid befere you. They contain a statement of the 
general policy ef the government for enlarging its 
commercial resources withf the American states. 
The commissioners have been actively preparing 
forthe responsible task by holding conferences 
in the principal cities with merchants and others 
interested in the Central and Souih American 
trade. The International Meridian conference 
lately convened in Washington upon the invita- 
tion oi government of the United States was com- 
posed 01 representatives from twenty-five nations. 
The conference concluded its labors on the lst of 
November, having with substantial unauimit 
sgreed upon the meridian of Greenwic 
as the station whence longitude 
isto be computed through 180° east and west, 
aud upon the adoption fr all purposes for which 
it may befound convenient of a universal day 
which shall begin at midnight ou the initial me- 
sidian and whose hours sball be counted from 
zero up totwenty-four. The formal report of the 
transaeticns of this conference will be hereafter 
transmitted to congress. 

This governmentisin frequent receipt of invi- 
tations from foreign states to participate in in- 
ternational exhibitions, often of great interest 
ard importance. Occupying, as we do, an ad- 
vanced position in the world’s production and 
aiming to secure a proper share for our indus- 
tries in the general cempetitive markets, itis a 
matter ofsuch concern that the want of means 
ior participation in exhibitions should so often 
exeinde our producers from advantages enjoyed 
by each conntry. During the past] year the at- 
tention of congress was drawn to the 
formal invitations in this regard 
tendered by the government of Eagiand, 
Holland, Belgium, Germany and Austria. The 
executive bas, in some instances, appointed hon- 
orary commissioners. This is, however, a most 
ungatisiactory expedient, for without seme pro- 
visions to meet the apy | working expenses of 
a com mission, it can effect ttle or nothing in be- 
haliof the exhibitors. An international invent- 
ors’ exhibition is to be held in London next May, 
This will cover a field oi — importance, in 
whith our country holds a joremost rank, but the 
executive is at present powerless to organize a 
proper representation of our vast Mmatioaa! 
interests in this direction. [ have, 
ip several previous. messuges, refer- 
rel to this subject. It seems to me a Statute 
giving to the executive general discretiouary 
authority to accept such invitations and to ap- 
point honorary commissioneri without salary 
#bpd placing at the disposal of the secretary of 
state a emall. fund for defraying their 
reasonable expenses would be of great public util- 
ity. This government has received official notice 
that the revised international regulations for pre 
venting collisions at sea have been adopted by all 
, he leadifig me'atime powers except by the Ur ised 
Stetes, and cameinto force on the ist of Septem- 
ber last. For the due protection of our shipping 
interests, the provisions of our statutes should at 
once be brought into conformity with these regu- 
lations. 

The cunestion of securing to authors, composers 
and artists copyright privileges in this country io 
return for reciprocal rights abroad is one that may 
justly challenge your attention. It is truecon- 
ventions will be necessary for ful'y accomplishing 
this result, but until congress shall by statute fix 
the extent to which foreign holde’s of copyright 
sbell be here privileged. it has been deemed inad- 
visable to negotiate such conventions. For this 
repson the United States were not represented at 
the isecent conference. I see no reason why 
ovelt preparations in this country for the commi- 
sion of criminal acts, such as are bere uader con- 
sideration, should not be alike punishable wheth- 
er such acts are intended to be committed ia our 
own country or ina foreign country with which 
we areat peace. The prompt and thorough treat- 
menutof this question is one which intimately 
concerns the national honer. 

THE QUESTION OF NATURALIZATION. 

Our existing naturalization laws also need re- 
vision, These sections relating to persons residing 
within the limits of the United States in 1705 and 
17°8 bave now only ahi-xtory interest. Section 
“172, recognizirg the citizenship of the children 
of naturalized parents, is ambiguous, Its terms 
are partly obsolete. There are special provisions 
of law favoring the naturalization of those who 
serve in the army or merchants vessels; while no 
similar privileges are granted those who 
serve in the navy or marine 
COTDS. An wniiorm rule o/ naturalization, 
ue as the constitution conteniplates, 
sbould, among other things, clearly define the 
status of persons born within the United States 
subject to a foreign power (sec, 1992) and of minor 
children of fathers who have declared their inten- 
tion to become citizens, but have failed to perfect 
their naturalization. It might be wise to provide 
fora central bureau of registry wherein should be 
filed authenticated transcripts of every record o! 
paturalization in the several federal and state 
courts and to make provisions also for the vaca 
tidn or cancellation of such record ip eases where 
fraud hed been predicted inthe caurs by the ap 
plicent himself or when he has reneunced or ‘or- 
reited his required citizenship. A justand uniform 
law in this respect would strengthen the han-is o! 
the government in protecting its citizens abroad 
and would pave the way for the conciusion ol 
treaties of naturalization with foreign countri¢s. 

The legislation of last session effected in the 
diplomatic and consular service certain changes 
and reductions which have beeu productive ot 
(mbarrassment. Thepopulation and commercial 
activity of our country are steadily on the increase 
and are giving rise to new, varying aud often deli- 
cate relationship with other countries. Our for- 
eign establishment now embraces nearly double 
the area of operations that it occupied twenty 
years ago. The confinement of such a service 
within the limits of expenditure then estab.ished 
is not. it seems to me, in accordance with true 
economy. A community of 60,000,000 of people 
should be adequately represented in its inter: 
course, with foreign mations. A project for the re- 
orgspization oy tne consular service and for re- 
casting the scheme of extra territerial jaris- 
diction is now before you. 
the limit of a short session will 
not allew of its full consideration, I trast that 
you will not fail te make suitible provisiou for the 
present needs of the service. It has been custom- 
ary to define in the appropriation acts the rank of 
cach diplomatic office te whicha salary is at- 
tacbed, I suggest that this course be abandoned 
and that it be left to the president, with the ad 
vice and consent of the senate, to fix, from time 
to time, the diplomatic grade of representatives of 
this government abroad, as may seem advisabie. 
Provision is being definitely made, however, at

1 recommend that the scope of the neutrality 
laws of the Uni tates be so enlarged as to 
cover a!l patent acts of hostility committed in our 
territory and aimed against the police of a friendly 
nation. Existing statutes prohibit the fitting out 
of armed expeditions and _ restrict the 
shipment of explosives, though the enactments 
in the latter respect were not framed 
with regard to international obligations, but sia- 
ply for the protection of enger travel. All 
these statutes were intended to mect a special emer- 
gepcy that hed already arisen. Other emergencies 
have arisen since, and modern ingenuity supplies 
means for the organization of hostilities without 
open resort to armed vessels or filibusteriag parties

THE SILVER DOLLARS, 


I concur with the secretary of the treasury in re- 
commending the immediate suspension of the 


coinage of silver dollars, and of the issuance of 
certificates. This is a matter to which, in former 
(mm unications, Il have more than once invoked 
the attention of the national legisiature. It ap- 
ers thatannualy, for the past six years, there 
ve been coined in compliance with the require- 
ments of the act of February 28, 1878, more than 
twenty-seven million silver dollars. The number 
now outstanding is reported by the 
secretary to be nearly one hundred and eighty five 
milion, whereef but a little more than ferty 
willion, or less than 22 per cent, are in artual cir- 
culation. The mere existence «Of this fact 
seems to me to furnish of itself a cogent argument 
for the repeal of the statute whieh has made such 
a fact possible, but there are other and graver con- 
siderations that tend in the same direction. The 
secretary avows his conviction that unless this 
coinage and the issuance of silver certificates be 
suspended, silver is likely at no distant day to be- 
come Our sole metallic standard, The com- 
mercial disturbance the i i 
» Bent of nati eredit 
7 would be thus Oceasioned can scarcely be over es- 
timated. I hope that the secretary’s suesestions 
respecting the withdrawal frem circulation of the 
one dollar and two dollar notes, will reccive your 
approval. It is likely that a considerable portion 
of the silver bow encumbcring the vanlts of the 
treasury might thns find its wayintothe curren- 
cy. While trade dollars have ceased, for the pres- 
ent at least, to bean element of active distusb 
ence in Onr currency system, some provision 
should be made for their surreuder 
to the ecvernment. In view of the circumstances 
under which they were eoined, and of the fact that 
they have never had a legal tender quality, there 
snould be offered for them only aslight advance 
over ther bullion yalue. The secretary, in the 
course of his report, considers the propriety of 
heantifying the designs of our present silver coins 
and of so increasing their weight that they may 
bear their due ratio of value to the standard do!l- 
lar. His conclusions in this regard are cordially 
approved, 
THE REVENUE LAWS. 

In my annual message of 1882, I recommended 
the abolition of ail excise taxes except those re- 
lating to distilled spirits. This recommendation 
is now renewed. In case these taxesshall be abol- 
ished, the revenues that will still remain to the 
government will, in my opinion, not only suffice 
to meet its reasonable expenses, but will afford a 
surplus larg@ enough to permit such tarill reduc. 
tion as may g6em to be advisable when the resu!ts 
of the recent revenue laws and commercial treaties 
shall have shewnin what quarters these reduc- 
tions can be most judiciously effected. 

One of the eravest of the problems which ap- 
pei) to the Wisdem of congress for solution fs the 
ascertainment of the most, effective method for 
increasing our foreign trade, and thus relieviog 
the depression under which our industries are now 
languisbing. The secretary of the treasury ad- 
vises that the dnty of investigating this subject be 
intrusted, in the first instance, toa competent 
commission, While fully recognizing the consid- 
erations that may be urged agains: this course, I 
am, nevertheless, of the opinion that upon the 
whole no other would be likely to effect speedier 
or hetter rest(ts. That portion ol 
the secretary’s report which coneeros the 
condition of our shipping interests cannot fail to 
command your attention. He emphatically 
recommends that as an incentive to the invest- 
ment of American capital in American steain- 
ships, the government shall, by liberal payments 
for mail transportation or otherwise, lend its 
active assistance to individual enterprise, and 
declares his belief that unless that course be pur- 
sued our foreign carrying trade must remain 
as itisto-day, almost exclusively in the hands oi 
forelgners.. One phase of this subject is now és: 
pecially prominentin view ofthe repeal by the 
act of June 26th, 1884, of all satutory provisions 
arbitrarily-compelling American vessels to carry 
the mails toand from the United States. Asit is 
necessary to make provision to compensate the 
owners of such vessels for oot ry tat acevice 
after April, 1885, it is hoped that the whoie suo- 
ieet will receive early consideraiion that will lead 
to the enactment of such measures for the revival 
of our merehant marine as the wisdoin Of con- 
gress may devise. | 

THE REDEMPTION OF BONDS. 

The three per cent bonds of the government to 

the areount of more than $100,000,000, have, since 


my last annual message, been redeemed by tire 
treasury. The bonds of that issne still outst ind. 
ipg amount to a little over $200,000,000, about one- 
fourth of which will be retired throagh the oper- 
ations ofthe sinking fund during the comin 

year. As these bonds still constitute the chie 
base for the circulation of the national bauks, the 
question how to avert the contraction of the cur- 
rency caused by their retirement. is one of 
constantly increastog importance. It seems to be 
generally conceded that the law governing this 
matter cxacts from the banks excessive security, 
end that upon their preseat 
present bond deposits a larger cir- 
culation than is now allowed may be granted 
with safety. I bope that the bill which passed the 
senate at tbe lastsession permitting the issue oi 
potes equal tothe face value of the deposited 
bonds will cammend itself to the approval of the 
Louse of representatives. 

THE ARMY. 

In the expenses of the war department, the sec 
retary reports a decrease of more than $9,000,000. 
Of this reduction $5,000,000 was effected in the ex- 

néitures for rivers and harbors; $2,700,000 in 
the expenditures for the quartermaster § — 
ment. Outside that department tue annual ex- 
penses of all the army bureaus proper, except pos- 
sibly ‘the ordnance bureau. are substaagtia'ty 
fixed cherges which cannot be materially dimin- 
ished without a change in the numerical strength 
of thearmy. The expenditures in the quarter- 
masters department cam readily be sub- 
jected to administrative discretion, and 
it is reported by the secretary of war that as @ re- 
sult of exercising suck discretion in reducing the 
num ber of dreught and pack animals in thearmy, 
the anpual cost of supplying and earing for sich 
animes is now $110,505,590 less than it was in L5s!.

THE NEWS FROM THE MILLS AND 
THE MINES. 


A Continued Reduction of Wages in the Mills aud 
Mines of Pennsylvania and Ohio—Hundreds 
of Men Thrown out of Employmeoat~—The 
Prebabilities of Strikes, Etc. 


Pirtsnyre, December 1.—Long & Co’s iron 
mills, at MicKee’s rocks, and Marsball’s foun- 
dry, in this city, have closed down for an in- 
definite period on aceount of slack orders, 
About 500 men are thrown out of employ- 
ment, 

The glass houses of J. T. & A. Hamilton, A. 
T. Hamilton & Co., Tilby Bros., and . Wright- 
man & Liddell, are working short handed to- 
day, a number ofjourneymen in each fac- 
tory refusing to work at a reduction. 

‘The iron mills of Oliver Brothers,andPhillips 
& Llack, the diamond steel works of Park 
Bres., & Co., are running as usual, the work- 
men having accepted the redaction in their 
we ges. 

‘The employes of the Westinghans machine 
company have been notified of a reduction of 
10 per cent in their wages to go into effect at 
once. There are two hundred men affected 
bythe cut. The 10 per cent reduction in 
weges, which was ordered by the Connells- 
villeccke producers syndicate recently, went 
into eilect to-day, and was accepted by all 
the employes throughout the Connellsville 
regions. About8,000 persons are affected by 
recuctions. , 

A special tothe Chronicle-Telegraph from 
Cumberland, Md., says: The miners in all 
the mines went to work this morning 
at a reduction. A strike is not 
probable. 

A special from Youngstown, Ohio, says: 
“The William Anson Wood mower and reap- 
cr company notified its employes to-day that 
their wages would be reduced 20 per cent. 

The workmen in the Booth Miller and Co's. 
foundry have received notice cfa cut of 10 per 
cent, 1n their wages. The reductions go into 
effect at once and will be accepted. 

The mineral «es, and railroad company 
which operates the Cambria, Lake Findlay 
and Pennsylvania coke company, employing 
1,200 miners, has reduced wages 7 to 10 per 
cent. No strike has yet occurred. The men 
will eccept the reduction. Should the men 
accept the new seale of wages, it is thought 
that a similar reduction will be made in the 
wares of all the miners in this section. 

The Bethlehem iron company to-day dis- 
ebarged 150 workmen in its steel mill, this be- 
ing uniform reduction of the foree in all de- 
partments, 

At the Lehigh Zine and Iron company’s 
works in Bethlehem, Pa., four metal farnaces 

vere shut down, and 250 men thrown out of 
employment. 


Depression in the Slate Business. 

Troy, N, ¥Y., December |.—Two slate mills 
at Fairhaven, Vermont, have shut down and 
others are running on %{ time. Two mills at 
Highland, Vermont, have also closad. The 
price of slate has been reduced by a number 
of mills from 24 cents per foot to 16 cents. 

Slate costs about6 cents af the mill 
and the planing about as much more, 
which leaves about four cents margin for mill- 
ing. This margin is considered by many mill 
owners too small for profit. Most of the pro- 
prietors fear an overproduction, and it is to 
avoid this that they are shutting down or work- 
ing on three-fourths times” 

Railroad Laborers Reduced. 

Curster, Pa., December |.—The contractors 
on this division of the New Philadelphia and 
Ba!timore railroad to-day reduced the wages 
of the lialian laborers from $1.25 to $1 per day, 
end the laborers stopped work. It is thought

THE GREAT PLAGUE 


of Kentucky and Virginia. 

Lovisvitie, Ky., December 1.—A staff corres 
pondent of the Courier Journal, who is in the 
mountains of eastern Kentucky, investigating the 
plague in that section, sent last night from Bar- 
boursville. Ky.. an interview with Mr. C. F. Da- 
vidson, agent of the Cumberland river lumber 
company, who has beer over the infected district. 
He says that the disease, which is an aggravated 
and yery fatal form of fiux, began about six 
weeks ago in Letcherjcounty, ky. It spread with 
great rapidity and it now extends over the territory 
embracing about one-half of the northera por- 
tion of Wise county, Virginia, the northeastera 
portion oi Lee county, Virginia, tbe western part 
of Letcher county, Kentucky, the upper edge of 
Harlan county, the southwestern part of Knott 
county, the southwestern part of Pike county, 
and the southwestern portion of Leslie county. 
This embraces a strip about 70 miles wide by 50 
miles long. The disease is most violent at the 
headwaters of the Stabler creek. Clover Fork, aud 
other small streams, which rise on the north side 
ef Pine mountain, and on Poor Fork in Harlan 
county, at the head of Powell's creek and Ry = 
streams rising in the Cumberland mountains in 
Wise county, Virginia. At the heads of these 
strcams, which rise in Kiox county and empty 
into the Big Sandy, at the head of the North Fork, 
and enother branch of Powell’s creek, in 
Lee county, Virginia, Shelby and Elbert creek’s 
in Pike county Ky., and at scattered points om the 
streams in Letcher and Leslie counties. In Letcher 
county, it is worse along the Poor Fork. [t pre- 
vai Ss at almost every stream inv the district named 
that empty into the Cumberland, Big Saady, 
Powell's and Licking rivers. Invariably it is most 
wide spread the closest to the highest mountains.

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MORRISON’S VIEWS. 


He Does not Look for an Immediate Ke- 
opening of the Tariff Agitation. 

WASHINGTON, December  1,—Representative 
Morrison, chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, was asked to- night by an associated press 
reporter if he thought there was any possibility of 
the enactment of any tariff legislation during the 
present session of congress. He replied that that 
wes amatter about which the general public 
were u)niost as well informed as himself’ He had 
only arrived in the city last night he 
said, and had not had an opportunity 


find out how the other members felt with regard 
to a further effort at this session to reduce taxa- 
tion. Hesaid that under these circumetances he 
could not tell whether a majority of the members 
of either bouse thought that taxes should he re-. 
duced; how many favored the republican plan ef 
redncivg taxation, or how many leaned to the 
democratic view as to the Method of reduction. 
He said: ‘lt is impossible for me tosay how Eaton, 
for instance, or Randall, or the Ohio members 
feel with regard to this question; and he added 
that it might be that there had been some 
modification of opinion by the members since the 
lest session of congress. It was certain, he said, 
that if there had not been some’change of views 
by the democratic members no tax reduction could 
be had except by the aid of republicans. 

It was suggested that the question of tax redue- 
tion seemed to be one of the questions occupying 
a large share of public attention at this 
time, and to this Morrison replied that it 
certainly was a leading question in “public 
estimation, and that it would continue to hold 
that piece in the minds of the people until a sub 
stantial reduction was accomplished. He added: 

“TI do not Sp to attempt any experiments, 
but if upon inquiry 1 find that there is reason te 
think that a bill proposing a moderate reduction 
could pass at this session, 1 shall certainly bring 
in such a bill.”’ 

In answer to further questioning, Mr. Morrison 
said that it was not unlikely that the discussion 
of the legislation necessary to ca 
the Mexican treaty into ciffect would open wu 
the general tariff question. The new treaty wit 
Spain, in relation to the commerce of the United 
States with Cuba, and Porto Rico, would, he said, 
be discussed in executive session by the senate, 
and would not be likely toleadto any open dis- 
cussion ofthe tariff question. As to the other 
work of the session M:. Morrison said that he un- 
derstood that it was proposed to push through the 
appropriation bills atonce. There might also be 
some land grant legislation, he said, and this 
would take up most of the time of the session. 
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MR. SPEAKER CARLYLE 


Is Opposed to a Reopening of Tariff Matters 
During the Short Session. 

WasninetTos, December 1.—Speaker Carlisle said 
to an associated press reporter, to-night, that it 
was not probable that there would be any general 
tariff legislation at this session. There is no time, 
he said, end from ihe fact thata new administra- 
tion is about to come in, democrats and repnbli- 
cans are alike disinclined to attempt anything like 
a general revision of the tarif'law, There will be 
he said, some tariff legislation this session, be- 
cause the question of enacting the necessary leg 
islation to carry the Mexfcan treaty into effect 
will come before the house, and should the senate 
ratify the treaty with Spain the house will be 
called upon to enact the legislation necessary to 
carry that treaty into effect. The discussion of 
both treaties will, he thinks, open up the general 
tariff question and lead to some talk upon it, bat 
to nothing further. Hesaid that it was possible 
that some attempts world besnade at this session 
io remedy certain inequalities in the present tariff, 
but it was too early to predict the result. Wit 
respect to any gene ral revision, he said that evem 
should they all agree that such revision should be 
made, when they came to settle upon the details 
they would find such difference of opinion that 
months would be needed in which to comp- 
plete the work. He was equally well 
convinced that nothing would be done 
in the matter of cutting down the revenne taxes, 
because, should such an attempt be made, it would 
precipitate the whole question of tax reduction, 
Speaking of the report of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, Mr. Carlisle expressed satisfaction with the po- 
sition taken by Mr.McCulleugh on tariff question. 
As to his recommendation that a new tariff com- 
wission be appointed, Mc. Carlisle said that the 
present house would not consent that another 
commission should be appeinted by a repudlicam 
president.

Mr. Brown thanked his hostess and 
complied, whereupon Miss Brown slipped the 
No. 17 calfskins under her 
lng herself tora moment burricd 
the police station and swore out 
against Armistead for murder. 

The latter was arrested late at night in a 
haystack,and the next day was arraigned upon 
the charge. The court expressed ita doubt as 
to the legality of indictment for murder, as 
there was no-evidence that anybody had. been 
killed, but concinded to try the prisoner for 
attempted violation ofthe state against duel- 
ing.

CINCINNAT! AND ITS INCENDIARY PA- 
PER. 

The Merchant Trayeller. a paper printed ia 
Cincinnati, has in its last issue letters fro: 
several Cincinnati drummers who. conrplain 
that they cannot sell goods in the south, be- 
cause of the slanders printed inthe Cincin- 
nati Commercial Gazette on the southern 
people. 

We are nui surprised at this. We cannot 
wonder that when the ‘incinnati drummer 
enters a southern store in which he finds the 
editorials from the Cincinnati Gazette posted 
on the desk, be findsthe merchant disin- 
clined to send an order to the city in which 
that paper is printed and supported. In an- 
swer to the complaints of the business men 
of Cincinnati who find their commercial in- 
terests injured by his violent and outrageous 
conduct, Mr. Murat Halstead says he has the 
right to bave his opinions, and. to print 
them. That is true, Uniess Mr. Richard 
Smith, touched through the pocket nerve, 
interferes and restrains his fat-witted and 
furious partner, there is nolaw to prevent 
his printing slanders on the south. 

But, on the other hand, there is no law to 
force people to buy goods of the men who 
support Mr. Halstead’s paper. They bave 
the right to select the people with whom they 
will trade. And they certainly will not be 
quick to accept the invitation extended them 
through the columns of a paper that wan- 
tonly and slenderously denounces them as 
assassins and thieves. 

The worst feature of the Commercial Ga- 
zette’s course is the lack of room or excuse 
forit. Itbas not even the lame justification 
of campaign excitement or exigency. The 
campaign is over. The result is announced. 
It is settled beyond dispute, and good men in 
all sections have accepted it frankly. But 
Mr. Halstead must continue to how!. His 
personal disappointment and chagrinis un 
controlable. With no excuse but his-own 
impotent rage, he prints slander after slander 
against the peopleof a section, who, no niat 
ter what comes, are part of the common coun- 
try and will remain so. 

The loss of the fat consulship that, if Mr. 
Biaine bad been elected, might have checked 
the decline of this once chipper journalist, 
and provided him the competenty he seems 
to be fast losing the ability to command in 
his profession, has brought on the south a 
volume of abuse that the campaign did not 
inspire inits most critical moment. Jf Mr. 
Iialstead can stand it—if Mr. Richard Smith 
will stand it—and if the merchants of Cin- 
cinnati want to stand it, and they doubtless 
do not, we will try to worry along ourselves.

THE REPUBLICAN PROGRAMME, 

In a recent issue of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, Editor Murat Halstead turns to us 
with a pleasant smile and remarks: “Perhaps 
we can secure for a moment the attention of 
THe ATLANTA CONSTITUTION to a Short sen- 
tence pronounced by the Hon. William M. 
Evarts, as follows: 

‘If this is to be a white man’s government, let 
the representation be on the basis of white men.’ ”’ 

Then, suddenly growing serious, as if in 
the presence oi a great problem, Editor Hal- 
stead inquires with emphasis, ‘What is the 
objection to the doctrine here laid down’” 

Assuring the editor of the @ommercial Ga- 
zette (with the compliments of the season) 
that he never fails to secure our attention, no 
matter how trivial the subject which he 
touches, we beg to introduce another sea- 
tence or so which we find in a telegram from 
his New York correspondent. This corre- 
spondent, after stating that General Logan is 
in town, and that his views on the southern 
question are pretty much those to which 
Brother Blaine gave utterance in his Augusta 
wail, says that the defeated republican can- 
didate for yice president declared to a centle- 
man that “the question of the disfranchise- 
ment of the colored voteof the south will not 
down. It has been rendered pominent above 
all things by the late election.” 

It will thus be observed that Tue Coyst- 
TUTION Was conjuring up no sensation when, 
shortly after the recent election, it declared 
that events would soon deyelopan attempt 
on the part of the republican party to dis- 
franchise the negro. That there will soon be 
such an attempt, and a very serious one, no 
thoughtful man who has kept up with the 
undercurrent of republican opinion ¢an 
deubt; and if there wereany doubt about 
it, ditor Halstead’s significant reference to 
the remark of Mr. Evarts would dispel that 
doubt. 

What is the situation? 
publican party has been practicaily 
deserted by its brainiest men. The men 
whose opinions made up the spirit and pur- 
pose of ithe party and gave it at least the fia- 
vor of disinterested patriotism were found at 
the last election voting and working for the 
success of the democratic party.

Ir is said that in Louisiana the local option elee- 
tious have excited greater interest than the presi- 
dential contest. About twenty of these elections 
have been held within the past two years; aud 
while the temperance people have been defeated 
in the majority of instances it was-by such a close 
vote that they have felt very much encouraged.

MR. GLADSTONE INTRODUCES THES 
BILL. 


The New Scheme of Parliamentary Apportionmensy 
With Which Gladstone Expects to” Induce 
the House of Lords to Pass the Franchise 
Bill—General Foreign News, Etc. 


Lonpon, December 1.—In the housé of com- 
mons to-day, Mr. Gladstone presented the re- 
distribution bill. It provides that all-the 
towns of less than 15,000 inhabitants, and the 
small boroughs,shall,be merged into the coun- 
ties, and that all towns of 50,000 inhabitants 
shall be entitled to one member. England’s 
total representation will be increased by six 
members. The memberships of Wales and 
Ireland are unchanged. Scotland will have 
twelve additional members. In this reap- 
portionment the city of London will gain thir 
ty-seven, Liverpool six, Glasgow four, Bir- 
mingham four, Manchester three, Yorkshire 
sixteen, and Lancashire fifteen members. 

The liberal members of parliament geher- 
ally approve the redistribution bill. Mr. 
Leonard A. Courtney, advanced liberal from 
LLiskeark, has offered to Giadstone his resigna. 
tion as an assistant to the treasury in conse- 
quence of the omission from there (distribution 
bill of the principle of minority representa- 
tions. Mr. Courtney, with Henry Ls 
beuchere, Sir John ‘Lubbock, Jos. Cowen. 
and other radicals, have formed 
an opposition which is strong in talent, but is 
weak numerically. The Irish party is satis- 
fied that there has been no reduction in its 
membership, but its members are afraid that 
the provision of the bill abolishing borough 
nad een ny under a population of 15,000, 
will result in unseating one-half the Parnell- 
ites, Parnell feels confident that the result ot 
the new grouping will strengthen his fdllow- 
ing, but before giving the bill his support he 
will hold a conference with the members of 
his party. The {tories give the bill a cool 
adhesion, but will fight its details in com 
mittee, 

Inthe house ef commons today Edward 
McMahon, nationalist for Limerick, gave no- 
tice of a motion asking whether the govern- 
ment intended to prosecute the anthors of the 
articles which had been printed 
in the United Ireland, inciting to disoffection 
against the government and to erime. 

The second reading of the redistribution 
hill will take place Thursday, when it will 
be referred to a committee to report thereupon 
after the Christmas holidays.

THE INTERIONn DEPARTMENT, 

Of the varied governmental concerns in charge

tary presents an interesting summary. Among
